CHICAGO—(INS) — Predicting 
a@ new war for control of the lucra- 
we teamsters’ union, authorities 

to day opened a double investiga- 
tion of the ambush slaying of Tim- 
othy J. Lynch, czar of the labor or- 
ganization for 15 years. 

Two gunmen, concealed behind a 
screen of bushels in the rear of 
Lynch's largé suburban home, shot 
and killed the labor union- head 
last night as he was stepping into 

costly automobile. The murder 
occurred in the heart of Maywood, 
@ suburb. 

At the first volley of shotgun_fire 
Lynch fell, fatally wounded. The 
two assassins leaped out from cov- 
er and pumped several more rounds 
into his body. Satisfied that Lynch 
was dead, they fled in an automo- 
bile which had been parked in 
front of Lynch's home. Lynch died 
on the way to a hospital. 

Police of both Maywood and 
Chicago opened an investigation, 
hand a search .for George “Red” 
Barker, formerly a power. in the 
union, was begun. 

Authorities were convinced that, 
with Lynch’s death, ambitious 
racketeering factions will attempt 
to gain control of the entire team- 
sters’ union in the Chicago district. 
Barker, listed as one of the “pub- 
lic enemies,” recently. was released 
from Joliet penitentiary where he 
Was sent as a parole violator. .

SILENCE BROKEN 


Accused ‘Murderer of 
Co-ed Cries When 
Teacher Visits 


TUCSON, Ariz.— (INS) — The 
spirit of the white man’s God to-| 
day broke the traditional Indian | 
trance of Mac “Golney” Seymour, 
21, Apache Indian who confessed to | 
the slaying last July on the White | 
river reservation of Miss Henriet- | 
ta Schmerler, Columbia university 
student. 

Faced by the teacher of his boy- 
hood days, the Rev. Arnold. Sitz, 
Evangelical Lutheran pastor, Sey- 
mour’s stoic silence of the last two 
weeks was shattered. As the min- 
ister, who has spent most of his 
life among the Apache, recalled 
events of Seymour’s childhood, the 
Indian’s eyes filled with tears. The 
spell that Naiyenezgani, the holy 
one, had placed, according to In- 
dian tradition, over the youth dis- 
appeared. 

“I am. going to tell the truth,” 
Seymour who is in jail, told the 
Rev. Mr. Sitz. “I am going to trial 





with all the courage that my peo- 


ple always have shown.” 

Plans of the prosecution have 
been completed for Seymour’s pre- 
liminary hearing Nov. 23 in Globe, 
Ariz. U. S. District Attorney John C.

Nebraska Governor Ig 
Against Dealing

CHICAGO— (INS) —Conclusive 
evidence that $600,000 or more hoe 
stolen bonds is being recovered b 
the Al Capone gang for the 
coln National Trust and Savings 
bank was revealed here today in a 
conference with the “secret six” of 
the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce. 

In presenting the substantial evi- 
dence that the bonds are being re- 
covered, the deal being made by 
Gus Winkler suspected robber of 
the Lincoln bank, was described. 

Winkler has promised Nebraska 
authorities that he will deliver the 
$600,000 in negotiations, and give 
assurance that the remainder of 
the more than $2,000,000 in bonds 
was destroyed so that they can be 
reissued and in turn absorbed as 
assets again by seven Nebraska 
banks. 

Winkler Free On Bonds 

Winkler is now free on $100,000 
bonds and he seeks a nolle prosee 
of charges against him in connec- 
tion with the $3,000,000 bank rob- 
bery in exchange for return of the 
stolen securities.

They do not want to be put in the 
position of dealing with gangsters, 
according to Gov.

“The robbery of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Trust and Savings bank was 
robbed on April 7, 1930, of more 
than 2,000,000 in bonds and $25,000 
in cash, by seven men who drove 
up to the bank in a big car. 

“Until April 1931 there was no 
arrests, and no suspects were iden=- 
tified. 

“Eventually we got a tip, at the 
same time that the state police got 
a tip that somemen would be found 
in east St. Louis who might know 
of this robbery.

Imprisonment for - 
~ Ill Treatment 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Indict- 
ments have been returned - against 
five Washington policemen charg- 
ing them with assault and resort- 
ing to third degree methods to ob- 
tain confessions from their prison- 
ers. The District of Columbia 
grand jury made short work of ex- 
amining a mass of testimony un- 
covered by the department of jus- 
tice operatives. 

The grand jury indictments 
charged the five officers with beat- 
ing four men in a local police sta- 
tion within a space of two days, us- 
ing weapons ranging from fists to 
rubber hose and wooden clubs. The 
charges carry maximum penalties 
of 10 years imprisonment. 


The jurors reported at the same h 


time that a former member of the 
Washington police force, Orville 
Staples, had been convicted by a 
police trial board upon “perjured 
testimony by incompetent witness- 
es” when charged of extorting 
money from bootleggers and im- 
moral women. 

The grand jury report urged that 
Staples be restored to the force, 
another policeman, Joseph H. Hunt, 
be dismissed, and all members con- 
nected with the case he “severely 
reprimanded,” unless the District 
of Columbia commissioners thought 
ee severe measures are justi-

Again Japan has flatly refused to accede to 
the request of the league of nations to get out of occupied 
territory in China and has placed itself ina position wherein 

, there is nothing for the other nations to do except invoke the 
penalties provided by the machinery of peace. 

In the case of the league of nations the penalties are with- 
drawal of. diplomatic relations with Japan, or institution of a 
trade boycott against Japan. In case of the Kellogg-Briand 
anti-war pact the same measures might be instituted against 
Japan. . 

There exists another peace arrangement- called the. nine 
power pacts. At the Washington conference in 1922 the 
nine leading world powers signed an agreement that if any 
one of them took action injuring the territorial integrity of 
China the others woe anette: on measures to compel the re- 

ized gettories. Japan-signed this

Governments and indiyiduals everywhere will 
lose all hope and reliance on the present organized forces of 
peace. Nations will arm as never before in human history, 
Vast military systems will arise within the various countries. 
Military dictatorships will cover the..earth. The common 
people throughout the world will pass under a regime of slav- 
ery based upon military terrorism. Democracy and liberty 
will pass away. Civilization, enlightment and culture will be 
blotted out along with more than half the human race in a 
series of new world wars. 

This is not an exaggerated picture. It is the thing that is 
bound to happen if all the peace machinery of the world 
breaks down and the imperialist-capitalist world that we 
letiow, equipped with all the deadly powers of scientific de- 
struction, is left without a brake, The duty of American citi- 
zens is clear in this tremendous crisis. We must place our 


. government where it belongs as a firm supporter of the

It takes time to always use good 
judgment in selecting & proper days 
food requirements but it is inter- 
esting and worthwhile.

GOOD ‘NIGHT, WINE NURSE! 

The “What-Is-Home-Without-A- 
Fermenting-Plant?” movement has 
been struck another blow. Follow- 
ing a Federal Court decision, the 
California fruit interests have de- 
cided to cease cooperating in the 
work of filling the American home 
with curious gases, pretty bubbles 
and assorted odors. 


If the decision is on the level it 
marks the end of a cooperative 
wine producing movement that had 
been laughing up Mr. Volstead’s 
sleeves for years. It: was nothing 
less than the perfect plan for mak- 
ing wine under fool-proof condi- 
tions in any bungalow. 


The buyer practically got his 
wines out of a triek hat. All he did 
was to phone the corporation and 
announce his wine capacity over a 
given period. The cOmpany deliv- 
ered the keg of fruit juice. all set 
for fermentation. 


It rigged up all the.necessary ap- 
pliances and gadgets and instruct- 
ed the buyer to-let nature. take its 
course and trust everything else to 
the company “wine nurse.” If the 
bubbles got too boisterous the buy- 
er merely phoned a telephone num- 
ber carefully placed on every keg. 
The telephone call brought the 
“wine nurse” to look at the pro- 
duct, do whatever was necessary 
and give assurances to the family 
that there was positively no danger 
of the keg blowing out the east 
wall of the kitchen. 


At the end of eight weeks the 
“wine nurse’ Came up, pronounced 
the wine full of the necessary dyna- 
mite, gave the buyer a few con- 
vincing samples and then proceed- 
ed to siphon it off; bottle it and 
cork it up for the long winter eve- 
nings. This done, he cleaned ev- 
erything up and removed the keg 
and the paraphernalia, wishing the 
family many happy returns and 
leaving his telephone : number — in 
case the folks wanted an-encore. 


The purchaser never. had to_lift 
a finger or hold a funnel. The 
juice was “serviced” by the grape 
growing corporation from start to 
finish. If the buyer was a bachelor, 
the company would even send up a 
man to drink with him. 





It’s. purpose was the glorification 
of the American wine bubble with 
the ‘minimum amount of home 
work, and it was going great when 
the Kansas Federal Court ruled 
that the practice-was very smooth 
and very pretty, but punishable 
under the law. 


The court held that the com- 
pany sold the fruit juices and serv- 
iced the fermenting gah-gah with 
the intent to produce genuine wine. 
The company knew this and the 
American public knew it, but it 
was the first time the courts seem- 
ed to grasp the idea. 


From now on the corporation will 
dispose of its fruit juices through 
grocery -and drug stores and will 
discontinue the “wine nurse” idea. 
After a consumer buys a keg of the 
stuff he will have to do his own 
servicing. . 


‘The juice will turn into wine ov- 
er a given.period just as it always 
did. The only difference will be 
that the consumer will have to 
furnish his own gadgets and do his 
own worrying.

Proud of His Hands 

Jack, who appeared here last 
night in four rounds of exhibition 
fighting, was proud of his hands, 
now hard, after two hard weeks 
with a pick and shovel in his gold 
mine in Nevada. “They’re hard 
now,” he said of his famous “paws,” 
as were pretty soft when I start- 


When informed that his good 
friend Douglas Fairbanks was plan- 
ning an expedition into South Da- 
kota to search for gold, the ex- 
champion smiled and said, “I wish 
him luck. I’m looking for gold too. 
We ought to know within ten days 
how we're to come out. We dug in 
430 feet and hit one vein. I even 
made a miner out of Jerry,” he said 
pointing to Jerry the Greek, his 
famous trainer, who has supervised 
the Manassa Mauler’s work-outs 
for nine years.
